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In view of the arguments presented in the Appeal Brief filed EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
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Claims 2-20, 24-35 and 37-40 are allowed in view of the arguments presented in the Appeal 
Brief filed 1/21/2008 in which the prior art of record fails to suggest "a cascade of the single 
pole IIR filters" and "means for direct sampling" as recited in claims 3 and 24, "a cascade of 
single pole IIR filters comprising solely of switches and capacitors" as combined in claims 9 and 
16, " a cascade of single pole IIR filters and a feedback loop" as combined in claim 10, and "a 
cascade of single pole IIR filters" and "capacitors" as combined in claim 17. In particular, the 
filter of Arvidsson et al (US 6,414,541) and Yamuda (US 6,181,740) of record are the FIR filter 
which do not provide an infinite-impulse response of a IIR filter.
